Whore The Kaiser Lived In Exile 
(By Maurice Desjardins) 
Docrn, Holland, is a little city of 
5,000 and is one of the best known 
in the world, for here stands’ the 
stately “Huize Doorn” where the late 
Kaiser chopped and. sawed wood in 
a slate-roofed shed until he died here 

June 4, 1941. 

Janitor Armand Labouchere, a 
Dutchman of French Huguenot de- 
scent, showed’ me through the palace 
grounds, 

First we visited the famous wood- 
shed, then the guest house, where 
two priceless Watteaus still hang in 
the crown prince's room.
